'The trials are of interest be- 
cause of the wide territory over 
which the defendants 
are al- 
leged to have operated and the 
prominence of the persons who 
fell victims to the swindles. One 
hundred wllinesses from a dozen 
states are here to testify. 


THIRTY OTHERS NAMED 


In addition to those arraigned to- 


day about thirty others named In the 
Indictment have been arrested In dif- 
ferent parts of the county and will 
be brought to Council Bluffs as fast 
as their cases can be heard. 
The 


government has considered the prose- 
cution of these men of sufficient im- 
portance to assign Sylvester ,R. Rush, 
special assistant of the attorney gen- 
eral of the 
United 
States, to take 


charge of the cases

Attention Is Called to the Great 


Speed Made When No One 


Was Around. 


MISS FANNIE SCHOENFELD, beautiful 17-year-old girl, 


whose strange disappearance is occupying the attention of 
the police of the bay cities. 


WASHINGTON, March 9—By practi- 


cally a unanimous vote the sub-com- 
mittee or, the House Naval committee to- 
day decided against bestowing any re- 
ward upon Commander Robert E. Peary 
until he had furnished further proofs 
that he discovered the North Pole. 


"I 
confess that I am exceedingly 


skeptical about Mr. Peary's ever hav- 
ing discovered the 
Pole," 
declared 


Mr. 
Macon today, before the com- 


mittee, "and I am going to protest 
against any honor being 
conferred 


upon him by Congress until he has 
established beyond a reasonable doubt 
that he did discover It and It must be 
established In the open and not In the 
dark." 
He expressed himself as being "Indig- 


nant at the thought of being called upon 
as a representative of the American peo- 
ple to confer a high honur upon any one 
o/ its citizens in the dark." All legisla- 
tion by Congress, he said, "ought to b« 
open and above board." 


SKEPTICAL ABOUT SPEED.

•which the explorer said he made from 
the time Captain Bartlett left him until!

Peary party had made but 9 06 miles per 
day up to the time Bartlett left.

Peary's statement," said Mr. Macon, 
"Is the astonishing number of miles 
he traveled per day after Bartlett left 
him and when no white man was 
with 
him as witness, a« the 
only 


companions with him was his negro 
valet and four esklmos. 


WENT LIKE A RACE HORSE. 


"His 
greatest 
marcher, 
singularly, 


were all north of the Bartlett camp. 
From that time forward, going to the 
Pole and returning to Cape Columbia, 
be claims to have made an average of 
26.4 miles per day until he reached the 
Pole, 44 miles per day on his way back 
from the Pole to Bartlett's camp and 2S.2 
miles per day from Bartlett's camp to 
Cape Columbia. 


"The 
greatest speed he had made bo- 


fore Bartlett left him was 9.06 miles per 
day, so Peary must have made nearly 
three times as great Epeed after Bart- 
lett left him as he did before, in order 
to reach the Pole " 


Mr. Macon declared that Peary's own 
statements showed he equalled this speed 
but twice in the entire Journey to the 
Pole. The first day he started from Land 
he made 26 miles and on anothei day 
made 24 hours of forced march, "which 
Mr. Pear} has told us was about the lim- 
it of human endurance."

St. Nicolai apartments at 1303^ Clay street. 


Clad in a light house dress under a loose coat, the girl was list 


seen at 7 o'clock Monday evening when she left her father's store, 
310 San Pablo avenue, declaring her intention of returning to her 
home, a distance of about three blocks. 


She is known to have started in the direction of the apartment 


house, but failed to arrive at her destination, and her fate since then 
is a matter of grave conjecture, the police fearing either murder or 
abduction.- 
Leaves Jewels and Wardrobe at Home 


Beautiful, talented and accomplished, the missing girl is • 


favorite daughter. Possessed of valuable jewelry and a rich and 
extensive wardrobe, not one of her possessions other than the simple 
garments she had been wearing around the house on Monday after- 
noon, are missing, and the possible theory of a runaway or elope- ' 
ment is exploded by the discovery of her purse containing practical- 
ly all the money she is known to have had, in her bureau drawer, 
where she apparently tossed it as she left the apartment. 


Though singularly attractive the girl was not permitted intimate 


friendship with men and she is known to have had no serious ad- 
mirer. According to her mother, she never appeared to be attracted 
by members of the opposite sex, and, though of a fun-loving dispo- 
sition, she associated with girls of her own age, among whom she 
is very popular. 
Disappears Clad in House Dress 


Clothes were her particular diversion and proud of her beauty 


and distinction her parents assert that they have permitted her to 
accumulate a large wardrobe. 


Expensive fur coats, plumed hats and pattern gowns are in- 


cluded in the collection, and the fact that all have been left un- 
touched, together with the girl's most intimate personal belongings, 
also lends a further startling phase of mystery to the case. 


Dressing always with die most exquisite care, her mother de- 


clares that she never appeared on the street in anything but the 
most immaculate attire, and the fact that she slipped on a coat over 
her house dress to run to her father's store would argue that she ex- 
pected to return immediately. 


This is borne out by a conversation between mother and daugh- 


ter earlier in the evening regarding the purchase of one or two Kerns 
which the older woman expressed a wish for and which the girl 
promised to bring back with her. 
Came Here a Month Ago 


The Schoenfelds located on this side of the bay some three 


weeks ago. They formerly lived in San Francisco, where Miss 
Schoenfeld attended the Crocker Grammar School. The father was 
interested in a men's furnishing business in that city for several 
years and came to Oakland to live after selling out his old locetioc 
and opening a store here one month ago. Associated with him ir 
business is his son, Phillip Schoenfeld, who was the last member of 
the family to talk to the missing girL

Sheriff Barnet deposited $1501.90 with 
the coun/ty; Sreasurer yesterday, fllhljs sum 
represents a balance, or the net profit to 
the county for feeding- federal prisoners 
in the county Jail, after the payment of 
all expenses of maintenance, furnishing of 
fond, blankets, bedding, etc.

to this, the

profit of $1278.18, or a total of $2781.28 tor 
the feeding of federal prisoners alone. 
Aside from this the Sheriff has returned 
to the County Treasurer, since the begin- 
ning of his term, $4112.11: in other words, 
the Sheriff has conducted his "hotel" for 
that amount less than what was allowed 
by the county for the feeding of county

cisco t>y curtly announcing that he has no funds at his. disposal to 
pay the traveling expenses of the city officials who desire to visit 
Washington and talk about Hetch-Hetchy with the* President and 
members of the cabinet and anybody else who will listen. He adds 
insult to injury by suggesting that the said officials write what 
they have to say on the subject and forward it to him, 


One can imagine him looking satirically at the waste basket 


while writing the suggestion. It is a wonder he did not complete 
his dastardly work by advising that the San Francisco side of the 
argument be forwarded by slow freight. 


However, the refusal to pay the traveling expenses of the dele- 


gation of city officials who desire to remonstrate with him in per- 
son is abundant evidence of a wicked purpose on his part to injure 
San Francisco. Former Secretary Garfield said recently that it was 
his practice to do whatever (when he saw fit) the law did not ex- 
pressly forbid him to do, but that Ballinger holds to the peculiar 
notion that he should do nothing' that the law does not in terms 
authorize him to do. The difference between the two men as re- 
gards the limitations of power had an illustration in the system o) 
forestry education Pinchot set up when Garfield was Secretary of 
the Interior and which -was quashed when Ballinger came into office. 
Garfield found no law forbidding him to send foresters paid to 
patrol the national parks to college at government expense, but 
Ballinger could find no law authorizing the expenditure of public 
money for any such purpose. Which is one reason why Gifford 
Pinchot thinks Ballinger is ruining the country and reversing the 
Roosevelt policies. He has certainly reversed the policy of-sending 
forest rangers to college at government expense. 


From the moment Pinchot lifted his accusing voice against 


Ballinger the San Francisco press has been gleefully swatting the 
Secretary-of the Interior. Our contemporaries across the bay were 
agreed that the best way to get what San Francisco wanted from Bal- 
linger-was to call him a crook and accuse him of plotting to betraythe 
tity-into the hands of Spring Valley. To this idea they hare clung- 
with-.a consistency they have never exhibited in regard to anything 
else. They have hit BalKnger's head every time he poked it up, and 
have never ceased to charge-Jam with plotting crime in the service 
of "the interests." Now all they have said has received confirma- 
tion as strong as Holy Writ. Ballinger will not put tip the expense 
of sending a delegation of San Francisco to Washington to talk 
the matter over with him. One paper declares it shows that he 
has no respect for the "rights of the people." Another alleges that 
Ballinger is trying to deprive San Francisco of her "vested rights." 


"The people" referred to are not all the citizens of the United 


States, but merely the fraction of them residing in San Francisco. 
The claim San .Francisco has set up to*Hetch-Hetchy valley is the« 
"vested rights" alluded to. San "Francisco wants the government 
to make'her a present of property worth millions; and because Sec- 
retary- Ballmger is taking time to think about it and to inquire fully 
into the alleged necessity San Francisco is under in regard to her 
water supply he is roundly abused. He may be a villain, but the 
proof^ this instance is 'lacking. He is asked to give away prop- 
ertyof sgreat value belonging to the entires-nation, and he is quite 
right-in exercising proper caution in the matter, and in investigat- 
!ng»the representations on which he is asked to make the gift. 


Unfit occurs to us that it is not wise to bully-rag and abuse a 


man-whei* you are asking him to do you <a favor. The constant fire 
of denunciation kept up on the Secretary of the Interior by the 
San Francisco press is not calculated to win his partiality. The fact 
that-the leading advocates of the Hetch-Hetchy scheme are among 
the londest of Ballmger's'trad-acers does not invite his favorable 
consideration. The effort to»hammer him into submission is neither 
wise nor politic.

Cooncilinan Everhart regarding the class of property owners who 
are forever protesting against street improvements. People of this 
class are barnacles on a- community," a clog on the energies of the 
enterprising, and they are obstacles to progress. Their chronic 
complaints spring from selfishness and cupidity and from the short- 
sighted conservatism which cannot perceive the value of doing any- 
thing unless an immediate profit in dollars and cents is dangled be- 
fore their eyes. 


Such people are.responsibla-for bad streets, unsanitary sewers- 


and broken sidewalks. Their policy depresses property values and 
discourages enterprise. They are always complaining of the tax 
rate and appealing for a reduction of assessments; protesting 
against paving' streets and laying sidewalks, making a poor mouth 
as-an excuse for the maintenance of unsanitary'shacks and the non- 
improvement of their property holdings, 


But when they are asked to sell or lease their property they 


sing in an entirely different key. Their holdings immediately be- 
come exceedingly valuable. They demand exorbitant rents for 
property that is in bad repair, fronting on streets unpaved or in 
.wretched condition, with dilapidated sidewalks, and sewer connec- 
tions that are smrply disgraceful. "It won't pay" and "we can't 
afford it" are the stock excuses of this class. There is no merit in 
the first excuse and generally little in the,-seconcL However, the 
•welfare of the entire community cannot be subordinated to the em- 
barrassment and misfortunes of individuals here and there. The 
policy of holding back improvements drives away investors and 
promotes dilapidation and decay. It is advocated mainly by people 
who are holding unimproved property for an advance in price and 
who do not wish to contribute anything toward the advancement.

All animals have the power to re- 


cover-from Injury occasioned by shock 
—from being stunned. Insects arc 
In no sense an exception to this, and 
most of them possess what has been 
called tenacity of life to a remarka- 
ble degree. A butterfly will sail away 
with a pin through its body, an ant 
will go floundering around after be- 
ing cut In two, and all Insects will 
quickly recover from a blow, even If 
such may dent or break their exter- 
nal coverings 
In such case the in- 


side parts are mostly out of use for 
a short time, somewhat similar to the 
case of your arm when you have 
struck the "funny bone," or to your 
foot when It Is "asleep" But after 
a few minutes' rest the wasp can 
again resume Its actions. 


A wasp is well armored, its ex- 


terior covering Is hard and almost 
unyielding. When It Is struck a se- 
vere blow the soft, 
delicate Inner 


parts yield to the Impact; the ner 
and muscular tissues cannot operate 
in unison, and the Insect may be said 
to have been rendered unconscious 
as well as Incapable, for the "mind" 
actions depend upon It* entire ner- 
vous system. 


But there la no such thing as an 


animal's having more than one life. 
When crushed, dismembered, poison- 
ed, or smothered beyond recovery; 
when Its vital organs are injured so 
that they cannot again resume their 
regular uses, an insect will die—not 
In appearance, but really so. And 
this may result from the wearing out 
of Its active vital organism, which 
may be called old age. after some- 
times only a few days or week* of 
life

workmen from their own factories

among those who maintain such in- 
stitutions, each accommodating from 
fifteen to thirty patients.

sanatoria the workmen are received 
free, and their fa-mllles may be ad- 
mitted for a small charge.

"When I xvas running for Governor they 
gave me a large vote. They have always 
treated me well. 


"In Los Angeles some time ago I said 


I believed they should select a candidate 
who was <t resident of their section. 
Ready if Wanted 


'I still ha\e the s<nie opinion, but it Is 


not £ question to me, it is merely a 
question whether they want me for the 
candidate 


"When I announced that I would not 


make the run for Governor I thought I 
was through with public life. I expected 
to take up law practice In San FranJceco, 
yet in spite of this I am willing to rep- 
resent the south. 


"I regard the position the highest a 


division of a State can confer on a man 
' and if the south demonstrates It wants 
i me I will consider it even more of an 
'honor, as I am not a resident of that 
section." 


It will be observed that Governor G!l- 


lett's interview sets forth that he will be 
a candidate if he is called.

words It would appear that he is not an 
active candidate, but would only run for 
the office with the understanding that 
the people of the south called upon him 
to accept the senatorial toga.

WHEN HELP ARRIVES 


NORTH SIDE CLUB 


Feeble Cries for Aid Are Heard 


By Her Family Just 


in Time. 


AL.AMEDA, March 9.—Lying help- 


less at the bottom of her bath tub 
with hot water slowly suffocating her, 
Mrs. S. L/ewls of 2528 Central avenue, 
came near death yesterday and was 
only saved from asphyxiation by her 
crieg for help, which brought mem- 
bers of her family to her rescue. 


Slipping on the smooth side of her 


porcelain tub as she was about to get 
out after having bathed, Mrs. Lrf^wis 
lay at the bottom of the tub with 
two broken ribs and with the water, 
which slowly 
crept over her pros- 
trate form, rapidly enuffing out her 
life 


Repeated attempts to emerge from 
the water only resulted in cries of 
pain which were heard by the occu- 
pants in the house. 
Thinking that Mrs. Lewis had suf- 
fered an attack of heart failure, they 
rushed to her assistance, and she was 
taken from the tub In a state of ex- 
haustion 
A physician was Immedi- 
ately called and remedies used to re- 
suscitate her. 


Two ribs were broken on the left 
side by the fall and her body was 
covered -Kith bruises. 
Mr. Lewis Is 58 years of age. 
She 
was only partially conscious after her 
fall back into the tub and she says 
she does not remember moaning or 
trying to call help. 
As the bathroom Is far removed 


from the other rooms in the house, 
the escape of the Injured woman from 
drowning Is considered 
miraculous.

The only tangible result of the five- 


hour discussion held at the Palace hotel 
Monday night between the members of 
the Intercollegiate agreement committee, 
was the calling of another meeting, the 
fifth held this spring, for next Monday 
night. 


The point on which the controversy 


hinged was the Interpretation 
of the 


eligibility rule, determining the length 
of time an athlete can represent hla uni- 
versity In competition. 


As in the previous three meetings the

section In the agreement to read that 
an athlete be allowed to compete for 
four years in intercollegiate contests In- 
side of five years.
